In an embodiment, a mobile device in a wireless network may r e qu e st requests 
content from a content provider connected to the Internet. A gateway device may 
conn e ct connects the mobile devices in the wireless network to the Internet. The 
content provider may s e nd sends content to the mobile device via the gateway device in 
response to a request message sent by the mobile device. Upon successful receipt of 
the content, the mobile device may — i ssu e issues a delivery confirmation 
acknowledgment (C-ACK) to the gateway device. In response to receiving the C-ACK, 
the gateway device or content provider may i ssue issues a display acknowledgment (D- 
ACK) to the mobile device. The mobile device [[may]] will not display or otherwise 
utilize the received content until it receives the D-ACK. 
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
